Straus, philanthropist and leader of 
American Jewry, died peacefully in 
his sleep at 4:30 a. rn. Sunday at 
his apartment in the San Remo 
hotel. 
Had he lived until January 
31 he would have been 83 years 
old 
Death ended a coma into which 
he had sunk twenty-four hours be­ 
fore. He had bee*n ill for two weeks. 
but few knew of it. and his death 
came as a shock to the city to which 
many of his philanthropies had been 
extended. 
Two C h ild ren At Bedside 
With him when he died were his 
son. Nathan, Jr., his only daughter. 
Mrs. Irving Lehman, whose husband 
is a judge of the court of appeals, 
and Dr. Leopold Stieglitz. a close 
friend. 
The cause of death was 
given on the death certificate, sign­ 
ed by Dr. Stieglitz, as heart failure 
and high blood pressuie. 
Word of the death was cabled to 
another son. Hugh Grant Straus, in 
Paris. 
Nathan Straus. Jr., said his fath­ 
er’s death was a case of a man 82 
years old whose heart has been none 
too strong.” 
In speaking of “the biggest things’’ 
Nathan Straus accomplished, his 
son today quoted from a book writ­

These ‘•biggest thm$» ’ were his 
work for the relief of distress in tile 
w inters of 1692-93 and 1893-94; the 
securing of a supply of pure milk 
for infants and children; and the 
coining of the word ' preventorium” 
to replace 
sanitorium'” with which 
the treatment of tuberculosis had 
bien generally associated. 
Mr and Mrs. Straus in 1925 cele­ 
brated the golden anniversary of 
their marriage 
During her life­ 
time Mrs. Straits took an active in­ 
terest in his philanthropies, and her 
death last May marked the begin­ 
ning of the physical decline which 
resulted in his death today.
